JUDGMENT 

This is an election petition U/S 81 of the Representation of the People Act 
by Sri Shibban Lai Saksena challenging the election of Sri Mahadeo Prasad frem 
J40-Maharajganj Parliamentary Constituency. 

Shri Shibban Lai Saksena filed an application on 2nd April, 1964 withdrawing 
his petition. The only respondent had no objection to the withdrawal. Notice 
of the withdrawal U/S 109(2) of the Representation of the People Act was pub- 
lished in the Gazette of India, dated 9th May, 1964. No objection was filed and 
none contested the application. Therefore, leave to withdraw the petition was 
given to the petitioner. Thereafter notice U/S 110(3) (b) of the said Act was 
sent for publication to the Commission and the said notice was published in the 
Gazette of India, dated f3th June, 1964. More than 14 days have elapsed since 
’then, but none has applied for being substituted as a petitioner under clause (c) 
of sub-section (3) of Section lit of the Act,

The application for withdrawal is granted. Costs shall be easy as the only 
contesting respondent does not press for his costs.

(ii) overseas pay, technical pay, special pay and personal pay, and 
(ill) any other emoluments which may be specially classed as pay. 

Note 2. — The Committee may, after obtaining the approval of the Central 
Government, grant, whether prospectively or retrospectively, dearness 
allowance or any other allowance to any of its employees,”
